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All his lifetime Dr. Johnson had a voracious attachment for a leg of mutton. " At 
my aunt Ford's," says he, " I ate so much of a boiled leg of mutton, that she used 
to talk of it. My mother, who was affected by little things, told me seriously that 
it would hardly ever be forgotten." Dryden, writing in 1699 to a lady, declining 
her invitation to a handsome supper, says: "If. beggars might be choosers, a 
chine of honest bacon would please my appetite more than all the marrow-pud- 
dings, for I like them better plain, having a very vulgar stomach." 

Dr. George Fordyce contended that as one raeal a day was enough for a lion, it 
ought to suffice for a man. Accordingly, for more than twenty years, the Doctor 
used to eat only a dinner in the whole course of the day. This solitary meal he 
took regularly at 4 o'clock, at Dolly's chow house. A pound and a half of rump 
steak, Haifa boiled chicken, a plate offish, a bottle of port, a quarter of a pint of 
brandy, and a tankard of strong ale, satisfied the doctor's moderate wants till four 
o'clock next day, and regularly engaged one hour and a half of his time. Dinner 
over, he returned to his home in Essex street, Strand, to deliver his six o'clock 
lecture on anatomy and chemistry. ' 

Baron MaseraS, who lived nearly to the age of ninety, used to go one day in 
every week without any dinner, eating only a round of dry toast at tea. 

Aristotle, like a true poet, seems to have Hterally feasted on fancy. Few could 
live more frugally ; in one of his poems, he says of himself, "that he was a fit 
person to have lived in the world when acorns were the food of men." Shelley, 
who had an ineffable contempt for all the sensualities of the table, and, like New- 
ton, used sometimes to inquire if he had dined, was of opinion that abstinence 
fi-ora animal food subtilises and clears the intellectual faculties. To counteract a 
tendency to corpulency, Lord Byron, at one period, dined four days in the week 
on fish and vegetables, and even stinted himself to a pint of claret. If temperate 
in eating, it does not appear that he was equally'conscientious with respect to his 
libations — especially in that beverage styled gin-and-water, to the inspiration of 
which some of his lucubrations owe their origin. Burns — -the glowing but erratic 
Burns— was, as is but too well known, a wretched instance of the baneful effects of 
intemperance.

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HENRY C. MURPHY. 

He who steadily acquires the approbation of his fellows, or systematically 
controls his course of action to a lofty purpose, has a task to perform which 
entitles him, when successful, to a higher place in our regards than the crea- 
ture of mere circumstances, however elevated. And what constitutes the 
greatest beauty in our republican form of government is, that it leaves, in 
this respect, more for individual exertion to accomplish, and less for the 
casualties of birth and wealth ; nd patronage to bestow. Still, with us, occa- 
sion and necessity, as in other countries differently constituted, have a 
mighty power to direct the efforts and bend the mind to particular ends, or 
to divert them from any fixed purpose. Henry C. Murphy, whose portrait 
accompanies this number of our magazine, by his firm and consistent — as 
well as able support of the principles of the republican party, has acquir- 
ed an influence in the community whose representative on various occasions 
he has been, which is of as marked and flattering a character as it is the re- 
sult of honorable effort. 

He was born in Brooklyn, where he has always lived, and still continues 
to reside, in the year 1810. Timothy Murphy, his grandfather,- came from 
Ireland to Monmouth county, in New-Jersey, in 1769, having left home in 
the spirit of adventure at an early age. He married a great-grand-daughter 
of Richard Hartshorne, of Middletown, who was one of the council, in 1684, 
of Gawen Lawrie, deputy governor of the proprietaries of East Jersey.* 
When the revolutionary struggle commenced, he warmly espoused the cause 
of the colonies, and took up arms with the other whigs of Monmouth in its 
behalf. He was no less ardent in his support of the Jefferson ian principles 
of '98 — a faith which has been regularly transmitted from sire to son, to 
the subject of this sketch. Henry C. Murphy graduated at Columbia Col- 
lege, New- York, in 1830, and entered immediately upon the study of the 
law, under the late Hon. Peter W. Radcliff". He found time to bestow at- 
tention upon literary and political matters as well as upon his professional 
studies ; and he was, previous to his admission to the bar as well as after- 
wards, a frequent contributor to several periodicals of a high literary char- 
acter, and to some of the political journals of the day in vindication of the 
measures of President Jackson. Upon being admitted to the profession, in 
1833, he devoted himself assiduously to its pursuit ; but not so as to prevent 
him from participating actively in the political contests which followed. In 
the Young Men's Convention, assembled at Herkimer, in 1834, he exhibit- 
ed his political foresight and energy of character. The state of New-York 
had long been pursuing, in regard to its monied interests, a policy which 
had placed them in the control of petty monopolists, created by political fa- 
voritism in every section of the state. He was designated as chairman of 
the committee on resolutions ; and he introduced in the committee and 
subsequently in the convention, a resolution, denouncing this system, al- 

- He was also a member of the council of Governor Andrew Hamilton, in 1695 and reoeat 
edly a representative in Assembly. His plantation embraced Sandy Hook, but was snS.n 
the right of the proprietors to fortify that point. He subsequently bought Wake cike of thP t1 
dians, which was preceded by a patent from Governor NicoUs. ^ °' '''^ ^°" 
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though its patronage had been distributed for the benefit of his party. A 
violent opposition was made to the resolution, but it finally passed with 
some modification. It was, however, never permitted to see the light, hav- 
ing been suppressed in the official report of the proceedings of the conven- 
tion. Still it had its effect. The fact that it was suppressed was made 
known. Many democratic journals, of which the Evening Post, then edit- 
ed by the late William Leggett, was most prominent, charged the suppres- 
sion home, took up the doctrine, and gave it a strength and popularity which 
resulted in a few years in the utter prostration of the system of monopolized 
banking in the state. 

Until the year 1842 Mr. Murphy held no public trust, except profession- 
ally, although always foremost to advocate the interests of the republican 
party, by his speeches and writings. He was, however, for several years, 
the attorney and counsel of the corporation of his native city, and in that 
capacity rendered himself familiar not only with its affairs, but with the na- 
ture and operation of municipal corporations generally, of which he has since 
urged some essential and radical reforms. In the year 1842 he was elected 
Mayor of Brooklyn, and his administration of its affairs was signalized by a 
system of retrenchment which, for the first time since its incorporation, kept 
the expenditures of the year within its income; and which was commenced 
by a large reduction of his own salary. 

Before the expiration of his terra of office as mayor, he was returned a 
member of the 28th Congress, and took his seat, accordingly, in December, 
1843. He occupied at once a high stand in that body, although one of its 
youngest members. His views upon the great questions discussed there 
were thoroughly democratic, and were sustained with great ability on the 
floor. His speech on the tariff was a strong and logical argument in favor 
of the free trade doctrines, and in opposition to the restrictions contained in 
the law of 1842. On that question he advocated a system of duties for reve- 
nue purposes only, except as regards the munitions of war. The annexa- 
tion of Texas received his vote; but he advised a postponement of the mea- 
sure until the administration of Mr. Polk, in order that another opportunity 
might be afforded Mexico to give her assent, and that more unanimity might 
be secured thereby in favor of it among our own people. The question 
was, however, brought up ; but in view of the events which have since tran- 
spired, the wisdom of his recommendation must be admitted. His letter to 
the committee at Tammany Hall is an able and manly exposition of the 
grounds of his opinion upon the subject. On other questions of public policy 
he sustained himself most ably. The Native American party, which had 
then sprung into existence, sought an alteration of the naturalization laws, 
so as to require twenty-one years' residence as a condition of admission to 
citizenship. He demonstrated the inconsistency of such a measure with 
the genius of our government, as well as its injustice and impolicy— main- 
taining that the true conditions of those laws spring from one obvious dis- 
tinction — that an alien born is not held to an allegiance to the country until 
he has shown by some act that he has renounced the government under 
which he was born, while, on the contrary, a native owes it a natural allegi- 
ance ; and that, therefore,!the term of residence required should be no longer 
than may be sufficient to show that the alien has in good faith thrown him- 
self upon the protection of our government, after expressly renouncing that 
under which he was born. Mr. Murphy also advocated donations of the 
public domain to actual settlers. He was not less attentive to the interests 
of his district and state. The citizens of New-York and Brooklyn had long 
desired the construction of a permanent dry-dock at this port. The subject 
was committed to him by the naval committee, of which he was a member, 
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and he made a report which had the effect of procuring the favorable action 
of Congress on the subject. That great national work, which had been 
previously commenced and abandoned, was, through his instrumentality, 
accordingly resumed, and is now in successful course of completion. 

In 1844 he was again presented as a candidate for Congress, but the 
democratic party was in a minority in the district, on the question of presi- 
dent ; and, although he ran ahead of the ticket, he participated in its 

n6iP3.t 

The framing of a new constitution for the state presented an occasion 
for the exertion of his talents, as he was elected by a very large majority a 
member of the convention which was called for that purpose. The delibera- 
tions of that body are too recent not to be familiar to most readers, and not 
to dispense with the necessity of referring to the different parts which he 
took in them. He showed himself a ready and accomplished debater, and 
was the author of several important provisions, introduced into the instru- 
ment which was adopted. As chairman of the Committee on Municipal 
Corporations, he presented a report upon that subject from the committee ; 
but that not going far enough, he presented also a minority report from 
himself alone, embracing wise and salutary reforms, such as the growing 
abuses in our city governments will soon render absolutely necessary. For 
want of time the convention only partially acted upon these reports, but 
adopted a provision, prepared by Mr. Murphy, enjoining the subject upon 
the attention of the legislature. The principles of reform suggested by 
him are of sufficient importance to be stated here, from public considera- 
tions. He objected to special charters, as a mere imitation of the grants of 
privileges, by which the free cities of Europe, so called, were invested with 
powers and rights, frequently of a sovereign and despotic character ; and 
proposed that general laws should be passed, by which all cities, of the 
same class, should be subjected to the same provisions, just as all towns or 
counties are respectively regulated by one law. He also objected to spe- 
cial assessments for local improvements, as subversive of the right of pri- 
vate property, which was made by them, subject to mere caprice and opin- 
ion ; and as calling forth, in a majority of cases, unnecessarily, the exercise 
of the right of eminent domain. In the place of them, he proposed that all 
improvements made by any city corporation, should be paid for out of the 
general treasury. He also proposed to limit the power of cities and vil- 
lages in contracting liabilities, to cases where provision had previously been 
made by tax to discharge them, expressly, in whole or in part, thus securing 
to tax-payers the opportunity of determining beforehand whether they 
would incur the debt for any specific purpose. The rapidly-increasing in- 
debtedness of almost all the cities of the state of New- York, and the enor- 
mous abuses which the assessment-system, as practised, permits, calls for 
these or other like efficacious remedies. In these reforms, as in that of 
bank charters, he has only for a while anticipated legislative action. 

This course met the approbation of his constituents, and he was elected, 
on his return from the convention, to a seat in the next Congress, by a 
larger majority than before, and upon the largest vote ever polled in the 
district. Another field is thus before him. Judging from the past, we feel 
assured that he will continue to show the same zeal and ability in sustain- 
ing the cause of popular rights, and to devote the same industry and energy 
of purpose in the public service, as has thus far characterized his political 
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Mr. Murphy was born in Brooklyn, Long Island, July 5, 1810, and died 
tliere December 1, 1882. His paternal grandfather, a physician, settled in 
the State of New Jersey. He was a member of the Colonial Council, the 
representative in the Assembly of the province, and a soldier of the Amer- 
ican Revolution. The son of this patriot, Mr. Murphy's father, settled In 
Brooklyn, of which city he was a Judge of the Municipal Court. But his 
memory is most endeared to the citizens of Broolilyn by the fact of his 
having been one of the promoters of their first public school in 1816. 

His eldest son, the late Henry C. Murphy, graduated from Columbia Col- 
lege with honors when he was twenty years old, and was admitted to the 
bar in 1833. The year following he was made Assistant Corporation 
Counsel of Brooklyn. A little later he became City Attorne3', and still 
later Counsel to the Corporation of the newly evolved " city " of Brooklyn. 

When thirty-two years old he was elected Mayor of the city of Brook- 
lyn on the Democratic ticket. In 1843 Jie was chosen a Member of the 
Twenty-eighth Congress of tlie United States. He was, however, defeated 
for a second Congressional term, and his labors temporarily ended in the 
House of Representatives on March 4, 1845. But he was re-elected in 
1846 to Congress " by the largest vote ever previously polled in his dis- 
trict." 

In 1852 Mr. Murphy nearly became the Democratic candidate for the 
Presidency of the United States, when the Virginia delegation, at the Bal- 
timore Convention, considered him and Franklin Pierce as the best men 
available for the highest ofHce in the gift of the American people. 

President Buchanan, as a reward for his zealous services to his party, 
and as a recognition of his abilities, appointed him United States Minister 
to Holland. He remained at the Hague until the coming into oflBce of 
President Lincoln, who recalled him. 

Mr. Murphy was elected in 1861, and five times successively afterward, 
to the New York State Senate. He was a State Senator for twelve consec- 
utive years. It was under his auspices, as President of the East Biver 
Bridge Company, that the greatest triumph of modern engineering genius, 
the New York and Brooklyn Bridge, was begun and completed. He was 
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also the President of the Brooklyn, Flatbush and Coney Island Railroad, 
until his death. ^ , „ . „^ _„ 

Mr. Murphy's highest claim to recognition is not as a statesman, but as 
a litterateur and bibliophile. He was a journalist and author of repute 
When in his twenty-second year, he was the principal editor.al writer ot 
the " Brooklyn Advocate and Nassau Gazette." For many years he was 
one of the leading contributors to the " North American Beview, as well 
as the " Democratic Review." He was the founder and proprietor ot the 
"Brooklyn Daily Eagle and Kings County Democrat," in October, 1841. 
While United States Minister at the Hague, he wrote a series of some 
thirty-five letters to that newspaper, which were extensively copied. His 
contributions to the "Historical Magazine " were continuous, and attracted 
much attention. 

He was no seltlsh lover of literature for his own sake. It seemed to be 
his greatest desire to benefit others as well as himself. Thus, while a 
young man, he was the principal founder of the " Young Men's Literary 
Association of Brooklyn," and when it changed its name to the " Hamilton 
Literary Association of Brooklyn," he was elected its first President. In 
1839 Mr. Murphy was a trustee, and one of the organizers of the "Brook- 
lyn City Libray," and a year later was also a trustee of the " Brooklyn 
Apprentices' Library," upon its reorganization. In 18G3 he was one of the 
initial founders of the "Long Island Historical Society." 

Among his personal literary labors should be named his edition and 
translation of De Vries's "Voyage from Holland to America, 1632-1644 ;"' 
" Broad Advice to the New Netherlands," which he attributed to Corne- 
lius Melyn; his " First Minister of the Dutch Reformed Church in the 
United States," dated at the Hague, April 1, 1858; his seventy-two page 
work, published 1859, entitled " Henry Hudson in Holland ;" his edition 
for the Long Island Historical Society of Dankers and Sluyter's " Journal 
of a Voyage to New York and a Tour in Several of the American Colonies 
in 1679-80;" and his memoir of the bibliophile Herman Ernst Ludewig 
for the New England Memorial Biographies. 

Mr. Murphy's two most important works were "The Anthology of the 
New Netherlands," of which only 208 pages were printed for the Bradford 
Club, and his monograph entitled "The Voyage of Verrazano." 

The best life of Mr. Murphy yet written is from the pen of his friend, the 
well-known author. Dr. Henry R. Stiles. It consists of a paper read 
before the New York Genealogical and Biographical Society, and which 
takes some twenty-four pages of the January (1883) number of the valu- 
able quarterly " Record " of that Society. 

It is well to state further and more particularly that in general geogra- 
phy, voyages and travels, which were Mr. Murphy's specialties, the library 
is unusually large, and comprises the collections of DeBry, Ramusio, 
Hakluyt, Purchas, Gryngeus, Thevenot, Commelin, Abelyn, and Ternaux- 
Compans. 

Of the early editions of Ptolemy's " Cosmographia," the collection is not 
surpassed in the United States. It comprises no less than twent-six edi- 
tions of the famous geographer, printed between the years 1462 and 160O. 
Besides these are the works of other noted geographers, as Strabo, Pom- 
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ponius Mela, Abiilfeda. Edrisi, Apian, Ortelius, Mercator, Wytfliet and 
Munster. The more recent geographers are also fully represented. 

New France and Canada are conspicuous. Among works on this 
widely extended region are the "Jesuit Relations," in forty-two vol- 
umes, probably the most complete set of these valuable books ever offered 
for sale eithei' in Europe or America. In the same department will be 
found the writings of Sagard, Lescarbot, Champlain, LECtERCQ, Charle- 
voix. Hennepin, LaHontan, Bressani, St. Denis, Wiiitbourne, Biard 
and Margry; also the Merc.iire Frani;aise, in 24 volumes. 

New Netherland, embracing portions of New York and New Jersey, 
is probably the most complete of any department. Mr. Murphy was 
learned in the Dutch language and literature, and no book or pamphletthat 
related directly or indirectly to the Dutch and Swedish settlements in 
North America is known that is not to be found in the collection. 

Among the works relating to New York are the writings of Van dbk 
DoNCK, De Vries, the Hudson Tracts by Gbrkitz, editions of 1612 and 
1613, and Denton. On New Jersey are the works of Campanius, Acke- 
Lius, Thomas; Thompson, Smith. 

New England is represented in the works of the Mathers, Eliot, 
Cotton, Mokton, Higginson, Lederkr, Bishope, Hubbard, Mourt, 
Shepard, Coddington, Roger Williams, Winslow, Wood, Whitfield, 
and Vaughan. 

Pennsylvania, Maryland, Virginia, the Carolinas, Florida and 
Louisiana are also represented by the most desirable books. 

Upon the Indian languages, the works are very numerous, and include 
Dictionaries, Vocabularies, Grammars, unpublished manuscripts, and both 
editions of Eliot's Indian Bible and New Testament. 

Among the early Spanish and Dutch writers are the "Letters of Cortes," 
the original edition of 1552, and the works of Petbk Martyr, Las Casas, 
Acosta, Benzoni, Cikca, Gomara, Herrera, Enciso, Linschoten, 
DbLaet, Oviedo, Thevet, Soto, Vega, Zaratb, Van deu Donck, De 
Vries, Wassenaer, 24 vols., 4to., and Usselincx. 

Of UssKLiNcx there are twelve different works, relating io New Nbth- 
KULAND. New Sweden, and the operations of the Dutch West India 
Company. So complete a collection of the works of this writer does not 
exist in any library in the United States. See numbers 2553 to 2563*. 

Among the miscellaneous books are the Archceologia, or Miscellaneous 
Tracts, relating to Antiquity, published by the Antiquarian Society of Lon- 
don, forty-two vols.; The British Poets, Riverside Edition, 135 vols., 
crown octavo, large paper; Botta and Flandin's Monumens de Nineve, 
printed at the National Printing Office, Paris, five vols., atlas folio;

Lexicography and Philology. The Collections of Dictionaries in 
various European languages is large. Among these are the late publica- 
tions on the old Basque languages of the Pyrennes, now attracting great 
attention.

Although this book was printed before the discovery of America, it possesses, 
nevertheless, an interest from its connection with Columbus. It is known to 
have been a favorite of the great navigator, by whom it was much studied, and, 
by many, it is supposed that he found in it the opinions which suggested to him 
the feasibility of a western passage to India. 

D'Ailly, (or de Aliaco, his Latinized name,) Archbishop of Cambray and 
Cardinal, was born in 1340, and died, according to some writers, in 1416, by 
by others in 1425. He was the author of many works, and one of the most learned 
men of his day. Las Casas is of opinion that his writings had more effect in 
stimulating Columbus to his enterprise than those of any other author. His 
work was so familiar to the great navigator, that he iilled its whole margin with 
Latin notes in his own handwriting, citing many things that he had read else- 
where. "This book, which was very old," writes Las Casas, "I had many 
times in my hands, and I drew from it some things written in Latin by the said 
Admiral Christopher Columbus, to verify certain points appertaining to his his- 
tory, of which I before was in doubt." — Hist, de las Indies, lib. 1, cap. IX. 

Washington Irving also saw and handled the precious volume, which was the 
copy possessed by Columbus, and which is now preserved in the Columbina 
Library at Seville. "It was a great satisfaction," he writes, "to discover this 
identical volume. It is a most curious and interesting document, the only one 
that remains of Columbus prior to his discovery. It illustrates his researches, 
and in a manner the current of his thoughts, while as yet his great enterprise 
existed but in idea, and while he was seeking means to convince the world of its 
practicability."— Zi/e of Columbus, Vol. II., pp. 11, 12, note, N. T. ed., 1848.

He died 
in 1280, and was considered the most learned man of his time. His boolc appears 
to have been published from the original MS. (see note at the end of the table). 

His views on the habitableness of the earth 
beyond the tropics as expressed in the place cited had reference to the then 
undiscovered parts of Africa.

In fact, the 
pamphlet appears tahave been got up by Cornells Melyn, the patroon of Staten 
Island, who had been tried for treason and condemned to an exile of seven 
years, by Stuyvesant upon the complaint of Kieft. 

The tract is very rare, the last one known to us which came from Holland 
several years since cost $100. Since then the price of rare Americana has 
greatly increased.

The above is the title generally given in catalogues to the celebrated collec- 
tion of voyages published by the family of De Bry, the first of whom, Theodore, 
was an engraver, print-seller, and publisher at Frankfort-on the-Main. Of a\l 
the early collections of voyages printed before the year 1600, this Is the most 
extensive, and takes the foremost rank. Its value is increased on accountof the 
important narratives which it embraces, for their completeness, and for the 
large number of beautiful copper-plate engravings with which almost every vol- 
ume is illustrated. 

The collection is divided into two series ; the first is known as the " Great 
Voyages " (" Grands Voyages"), merely because the volumes are taller and wider 
than those of the second series, which is known as the " Small Voyages" {"FeiUs 
Voyages"). The former relate entirely to North and South America, although 
their assumed title is the " West Indies" ("7?idJoi» OccidenWem"), to distin- 
guish them from the "Small Voyages," which relate to the East Indies and 
Africa {"Indiam Orientalem"). The Latin edition of the "Great Voyages" 
consists of thirteen parts ; the German of fourteen. The " Small Voyages" com- 
prise twelve parts. 

The conception and beginning of this collection is due to Theodor or Thco- 
doric de Bry, who. In the year 1590, first published Harlot's Travels in, and an 
account of Virginia, which had appeai-ed in London, in 1588, in a quarto form. 
The text of this narrative was printed In four languages : English, French, Latin 
and German, the same engravings being used in the several versions. The suc- 
cess of tills volume, which was remarkably well got up, having a map and twen- 
ty-seven finely executed copper-plates, induced the publisher to issue a second 
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volume tli^ following year, relating to the Floridas, which the title designates as 
"Americm Secunda Pars;" but as the demand for the English and French ver- 
sions did not warrant a continuation of tlie work in tliese languages, they were 
discontinued. The second and subsequent parts, therefore, were only issued in 
Latin and German. At the timeof his death, inMarch, 1598, Theodor de Bry had 
published six parts of his " Great Voyages," bearing dates from 1590 to 1596. 

After the death of Theodor, the series was continued by his widow and his . 
two sons, Johann Theodor and Johann Israel, who, in 1599, issued the 7th and 
8th parts, and in 1600, the 9th part. After an interval of nineteen years, the pub- 
lication of the work was resumed by Johann Theodor, at Oppenheim. 

" This important collection should not be regarded as a book of curiosity on 
account of the number of its engravings and the extreme dilficulty of forming a 
complete and well preserved copy. These Histories of Voyages and Travels 
made several centuries back, in countries a large part of which are even now 
imperfectly known, contain, in the midst of a multitude of fabulous details, very 
interesting particulars and valuable information, of which they are the primi- 
tive, and in some instances the only source. Many subsequent travellers are said 
to have eked out their own personal knowledge of the countries they have 
described by copious and unacknowledged extracts from these volumes. Doubt- 
less the astonishment produced by the novelty of the objects around them, would 
easily lead into exaggeration the first discoverers of those distant countries, but 
they had the peculiar advantage of seeing them in their primitive state, before 
the changes produced by the subsequent and often calamitous visits of the nations 
of the old world. De Bry's collection is especially useful in the present day, for 
the purpose of instituting comparisons between his narratives and those of mod- 
ern travellers to the same countries, and many of his statements formerly repu- 
ted fabulous, or exaggerated, have been confirmed by more recent accounts." —

*' The character of Las Casas may be inferred from his career. He was one 
of those to whose gifted minds are revealed those glorious moral trutlis which, 
like the liglits of heaven, are fixed and the same for ever. He was a reformer, 
and had the virtues and errors of a reformer. He was inspired by one great and 
glorious idea. This was the key to all his thoughts, all that he said or wrote, 
and to every act of his long life. It was this which made him reckless of obsta- 
cles, led him to count too confidently on the cooperation of others, animated his 
discussion, sharpened his invective, too often steeped his pen in the gall of per- 
sonal vituperation, led him to gross exaggeration, and a blind credulity of evil 
that rendered him unsafe as a counsellor, and unsuccessful in the practical con- 
cerns of life The best commentary on his character is the estimation 

which he obtained in the court of his sovereign. A liberal pension was settled 
on him after his last return from America, which he chiefly expended on chari- 
table objects. No measure of importance relating to tlie Indians was taken 
without his advice. He lived to see the fruits of his efforts in the positive ame- 
lioration of their condition, and in the popular admission of those great truths 
which it had been the object of his life to unfold."— P»'«sco«, Bist.

Bankers and Sluyter, the narrative of whose voyage to New York in 
1679-80 occupies this volume, were sent to America by the Society of Labadists 
with the view of selecting a suitable place for the establishment of a colony of 
that religious community. This sect originated ten years before in the islands 
of Zealand. 

As the Society did not increase as much as its leaders expected, they deter- 
mined to remove in a body to America, and thereby extend the boundaries of 
their church. They first went to Surinam, but the attempt to colonize here 
proved a failure, and was soon abandoned. They now thought tliat New Nether, 
land, although surrendered to the English, presented better prospects for them, 
and Dankers and Sluyter, who were prominent members of the community, 
came to New York on a tour of observation. After visiting the settlements in 
the colonies of New York and New Jersey, and along the Delaware, they selected 
a spot at the head of Chesapeake Bay, lying in the present States of Delaware and 
Maryland, for which they obtained a patent. The work before us gives an 
account of their tour in the several Colonies while seeking a permanent locality 
for the society they represented. , 
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Mr. Murphy procured the original manuscript from Mr. Frederick MuUer, of 
Amsterdam, and translated it for the Long Island Historical Society, which 
Society published it in their collection. A few copies were printed with a sepa- 
rate title for Mr. Murphy's use, but were never offered for sale. Avery email 
number were printed on large paper. The copies now offered are all that 
remain of the edition.

THE DARBEN COLONY. 

An enterprise of great promise, called " The Company of Scotland trading 
to Africa and the Indies," was formed in Scotland in the year 169G-97, having in 
view the establishment of a direct intercourse between the two Indies, by a nav- 
igation across the Pacific Ocean. This company was formed under an act of the 
Parliament of Scotland, with the assent of King William III., " to erect compa- 
nies for thfe establishment and carrying on trade with any nations or countries, 
or places in Asia, Africa and America, not inhabited, or at other places with the 
consent of the natives. The Darien Colony was only a part of the great design 
of the " Company of Scotland trading to Africa and the Indies." That design, 
says a writer in the Retrospective ^ev., (Vol. II., New Series, p. 173,) had in 
view the general commercial improvement of Scotland, and aimed at extending 
trade to the north of Europe, as well as to the East and West. The company 
had originally more than half its shareholders in England, Holland and Ger- 
many, who withdrew in consequence of the jealousy of the older East India Com- 
panies; and in obedience to the malignant injunctions of the English Parlia- 
ment, who impeached the leading Scottish adventurers for raising money in Eng- 
land to support the company. This treatment only the more vehemently roused 
the national spirit of the Scotch, and they alone provided all the iunds needed 
for the work. Hence the Darien Colony of Caledonia assumed an exclusively 
Scottish character. 

In February, 1700, the English House of Lords presented an address to the 
King, in which they complained that " the Scots Colony at Darien was inconsist- 
ent with the good of the plantation trade of England." The Parliament of Scot - 
land showed their resentraent«.t this address of the English Lords, by declariug 
that the proceedings of the Parliament of England in relation to their charter, 
'* are an undue intermeddling in the affairs of this Kingdom, and an invasion 
upon the independence of our King and Parliament." 

But this was not all. To cap the climax of the distresses of the colony, it 
was blockaded by a Spanish force, and reduced to the necessity of abandoning the 
settlement and removing to the island of Jamaica.

The Rev. John Eliot, pastor of Roxbury, Massachusetts, began the study of 
the Natick Indian language when forty-two years of age ; and having acquired a 
knowledge of it expressed a desire to translate the Scriptures into it for the use, 
of the natives, among whom he acted as a Missionary. Aided by an Indian wha 
had been taught the art of jirinting, he completed the translation of the Old and 
New Testament, in 1658, after a labor of eight years. The fact having been made 
known to the Lptidon Society for the Propagation of the Gospel among the 
Indians of Sew England, by Gpyern9r Endicptt, in a. letter da^ed, December 28, 
1658, that body at Once agreed to bear the expense of printing fifteen hundred 
16 
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copies of the New Testament. The following is an extract from the Society's 
letter, dated the nh May, 1659 ; 

" As to the printing of the Bible in the Indian language ; mentioned in Mr. 
Endicott's letter; which wee vnderstand is alreddy translated into the Indian 
tounge ; wee conceuie will not onely be acceptable vnto God ; but uery proffit- 
able to the poor heathen and will much tend to the promotion of the sperituall 
part of this wovke amongst them ; and therfor wee offer it not onely as our owne 
but as the judgment of others that the New Testament bee first printed in the 
Indian language."

On page 172, under the date of 1309, is a passage which doubtless refers to 
some Indians whom a Dieppe pilot named Thomas Aubert took to France, men- 
tioned by Charlevoix, in his "Sist. de la Nouvelle France," Vol. I., p. 14. We 
give a translation ; 

Anno 1509. Seven wild men are brought from that island (w^ioh is called 
Terra Nova) to Rouen with their canoe, clothing, and arms. They are of a sooty 
color, with thick lips, and bearing marks on the face drawn like blue veins along 
the cheek-bones from the ear to the middle of the chin. With hair black and 
coarse like a horse's mane. No beard throughout the whole life ; no hair on the 
pubis, nor in any other part of the entire body, except on the head and eyebrows. 
They wear a girdle, in which is a sort of pouch to cover the privities ; they form 
a dialect with the lips; religion they have none. Their canoe is of bark, which a 
man lifts on the shoulders with one hand. Their arms : Large bows, the strings 
being the intestines or sinews of animals ; arrows, canes barbed with flint or fish- 
bone. Their food : broiled flesh ; drink : water. Of bread and wine and money 
they have not the least use. They go naked, or clad in the skins of beasts, bears, 
and similar animals. Their country is 'in the parallel of the seventh climate 
beyond the west of France, etc.

map were evidently borrowed from Frobisher, whose first voyage took place in 
1576-77. The cities of Quivira and Cibola in New Mexico visited by the Span- 
iards in 1530-1540, are also laid down near the western ocean. 

The epistle to the reader in this volume is from George Gascoigne, the well- 
known poet, in behalf of his friend, the author, in the course of which he says : 

"Thus much (gentle reader) I have thought good (AUegorically) to write in 
thebehalfe of the right worshipful & my very frend Sir Humfrey Gilbert Knight, 
the true authour of this little (yet profitable) Pamphlet, intituled 'A Discourse,' 
etc. , in whose commendation I woulde fayne write as muche as hee deseruth, were

Among others is a history of New England, from 1628 
to 165*, 4to., London, 1654. The running-title of the book is ' Wonder- WorMng 
Providence,' &c., and in the genuine title-page, no author is named. Some of 
the books were faced with a false title-page; wherein the work is wrongly 
assigned to Sir F. Gorges; but the true author was Mr. Johnson, of Woburn, in 
New England, as the late Judge Sewall assur'd me, as of a thing familiarly known 
among the fathers of the Massachusetts Colony." The third of these books was 
no more nor less than the identical history of New England.

The "Jesuit Reliiiions," as tliey are called, are among the most important of 
all the publications extant relating to the discovery and settlement of New 
France. 

The earliest missionaries to whom we are indebted for these valuable "Rela- 
tions" arrived in Canada in 1625, and at once made themselves acquainted with 
the Indian languages. They pushed on to what was then the Far West, and 
established their missions among the Hurons and other tribes, extending even to 
Lake Superior and the Upper Mississippi. Before seven years had elapsed, from 
the time of their arrival at Quebec, they had explored this vast and hitherto 
unknown region, from the Gulf of St. Lawrence to Lake Superior, and had 
planted the cross among its aboriginal tribes. ♦ 

It is fortunate for the world that these Jesuit missionaries were men of learn- 
ing and observation, as they have left us not only narratives of their travels and 
operations, but have given us particular accounts of the countries where they 
dwelt, of their productions, and of the Indian tribes which then swarmed 
throughout them. Every year they transmitted to the "Pere Provincial," of the 
Company of Jesuits, their head, at Quebec, their journals or relations, which 
were sent to France and at once published. These interesting narratives did 
much towards keeping up an interest in the missions, in obtaining supplies for 
their support, and in inducing others, zealous in the cause of the conversion of 
the Indians, to devote themselves to the missionary enterprise. These Relations 
extend from the year 16.32 to 1679. Of their merit, Charlevoix pronounces the 
following opinion ; 

"As those Fathers were scattered among all the nations with which the 
French were in relation, and as their missions obliged them to enter into the 
affairs of the Colony, their memoirs may be said to embrace an elaborate history 
thereof. There is no other source to which we can apply for instruction as to 
the progress of Religion, or for a knowledge of these people, all of whose lan- 
guages they spoke. The style of these '/2eZo/i07is ' is extremely simple ; but this 
simplicity itself has not contributed less to give them a great celebrity, than the 
curious and edifying matter they contain." — Histoire de la Nouvetle France, Vol. 
II., page xlviii.

Morton was a lawyer who came to Boston with Weston's company in 1622. 
He appears to have been of a jovial, roistering disposition, and quite out of 
place among the Puritan founders of New England. Speaking of his associ- 
otes he says they were very popular with the settlers as long as their liquors 
lasted, and were turned adrift afterwards. He was unjustly charged with em- 
ploying the Indians to hunt for him, furnishing them with arms and ammu- 
nition. The colonists caused him to be arrested. He escaped, but on the ar- 
rival of Gov. Winthrop, in 1630, he was again arrested, convicted and sent to 
England, and his house demolished, " that it might no longer be a roost for 
such unclean birds." In 1643, he returned, and was fined and imprisoned a 
year on account of his " scandalous book."

MENTARIES THEREON. 

Claudius Ptolemy, a celebrated astronomer and geographer, was a native of 
Egypt, though it is uncertain whether he was born at Pelusium, or Ptolemais, 
in the Thebaid. He flourished at Alexandria in 139 A. D., and there is positive 
evidence that he was living in 161 A. D. Both as an astronomer and geographer 
he held supreme sway over the minds of almost all the scientiflc men from his 
own time down to about the beginning of the sixteenth century. As a geogra- 
pher he appears before his readers as the corrector and improver of the works 
of a predecessor, Marinas of Tyre, about whom, except from Ptolemy's writ- 
ings, little is known. His geography is divided into eight books, most of which 
are little more than a catalogue of places, with their latitude and longitude, and 
a brief description prefixed to each continent and country. The rest of the work 
contains details regarding his mode of noting the positions of plj^ces, by lati- 
tude and longitude, with a calculation of the sphere of the earth, and the extent 
of surface then known. His geography was the standard text-book till the great 
maritime discoveries of the fifteenth century showed its deficiencies. 

" Of all [the ancient geographers] that I have named," writes Kamusio, 
" Ptolemy, as the latest, possessed the greatest extent of knowledge. Thus, 
towards the North, his knowledge carries him beyond the Caspian, and he is 
aware of its being shut in all around like a lake, — a fact which was unknown in 
the days of Strabo and Pliny, though the Komans were already the lords of the 
world. But though his knowledge extends so far, a tract of fifteen degrees be- 
yond that sea he can describe only as Terra Incognita: and towards the South 
he is fain to apply the same character to all beyond the Equinoctial." — Col.

The following note by the late Mr. Murphy presents a clear statement regard- 
ing the work : 

" There has been much discussion among the bibliographers in regard to the 
date of this volume, all, however, agreeing that it could not have been printed 
in H62 at Bologna, as the Colophon asserts, but assigning difTerent reasons foi' 
that opinion, as well as different years for the true date. One asserts that It 
could not have been printed in 1462, because Philip Bevaldus, who is mentioned 
in the note or epistle at the end of the book as having made the latest emenda- 
tions of the text, was only born in 1463, and could not, therefore, have been 
more than nine-years old when these corrections were made, whidi was of course 
impossible. Another shows that De I^apis was not installed as printer at Bo- 
logna until 1476; and a third proves that the custom of giving the reclamts or 
direction words of the signatures in the register was not adopted for a dozen or 
more years after 1462. Tliere is, however, a conclusive piece of evidence, inde- 
pendently of all these proof's, which has been overlooked, furnished on the very 
first page of the work. It is the dedication to Pope Alexander V- by Angeleas. 
That pontiff did not occupy the papal chair until 1464, and the book could not, 
therefore, have been dedicated to him as pope in 1462.

This edition of the Geography of Ptolemy, although prior to the discovery 
of America, obtains a place in an American collection for the reason that of the 
five new maps added by Donis, one of them, a map (,>f the regions in the Sarma- 
tic Ocean, under the Arctic Circle, represents Greenland, which is laid down 
under the name of Engroneland, but as a peninsula of the continent of Europe. 
This map was prepared by him before 1471.

This is a re-issue of tlie edition of 1607, with the addition of a cosmographi" 
cal description of the world by Marcus von Benevent, in which the writer des. 
cribes, vaguely enough, the situation of Terra Nova, discovered by the Portu- 
guese and English, and, in a distinct chapter, the land of Santa Cruz, in which 
he includes the northern coast of South America as well as Brazil, discovered, 
as he says, by the Portuguese and Columbus. 

. It is valuable for the addition of the map of the world by Johan Kuysch, a 
German, which is the first printed map on which the discoveries in America, 
are laid down, but without the name of America, and especially for its delinea- 
tion of the coast of Brazil, which is evidently derived from the voyages of Ves- 
pucius. Newfoundland, to which Ruysch had, as Benevent informs us, made a 
voyage himself from the south of England, probably in one of the expeditions 
from Bristol after the Cabots, is shown, not as an island, but as part of the Asi- 
atic continent. The discoveries of Columbus in the West Indies and on the 
northern coast of South America are represented very clearly, showing Cuba 
only in part, and as far as the great discoverer himself had explored it. Green- 
land, which is figured in the maps in the Ptolemies of H82 and 14S0, as a part of 
the European continent, is made here a peninsula of Asia. With the exception 
of the error in connecting the northern discoveries on the main land of Asia, 
the prevailing idea of that day, this map is a correct representation of the state 
of American discovery at the time of its publication.

The annotations in this volume are by Bernard Sylvanus, a geographer of 
learning— one of the maps contains the discoveries of the then recent naviga- 
tors. It is extended further eastward than the first one, and embraces Zapangu 
(Japan) and the East India Islands. The new world is represented in a narrow 
strip upon which appears Terra Cuba, Ispania and several small unnamed 
islands. Farther north are Regalis Domus and Terra Laboratoruz. The north- 
western part of Europe is called Engroneland. Upon the map of Africa are two 
lakes from which the Nile rises, which correspond to the lakes Nyanza, claimed 
by late English travellers as a new discovery. 

This is the first engraved map on which the countries discovered by Gaspar 
Cortercal are laid down, though some writers assert that they are shown on 
Euysch's map, which is so far correct that Newfoundland is there represented. 
But here the name of Corte Real is distinctly applied to the words regalis do- 
mus ; and the designation terra laboratoris, or Labrador, also relates to his dis- 
coveries.

This is au entirely new and remarliable edition of Ptolemy by two different 
persons. The text is newly rendered into Latin by Matthew Ringman, whose 
name is grecized Fhilesius. The maps are divided into two series, one compris- 
ing twenty-seven which retain the old nomenclature, and the other consisting of 
twenty which show the different parts of the world according to modern discov- 
ery and knowledge, and are the work of Martin ^'^altzemiiUer, grecized Hylaco- 
mylus, the authorof the " Cosmographioi Introductio,^' published at St. Di6 in 
1507. They were prepared and engraved in the same year as that publication, at 
the expense of R-en^, Duke of Lorraine, and remained unpublished, probably in 
consequence of his death, until their appearance in this volume. Two of them, 
entitled '* Orbis typus Universalis juxta hydrographorum traditionem," and 
" Tabula terre nove," contain American discoveres. On the latter, Cuba, called 
Isabella, is represented as an island, which is a step beyond the map of Ruyscli, 
though, in fact, it is of no later date. There is no representation of the north- 
ern discoveries of Newfoundland, but an incongruous and false delineation of a 
coast north and west of Cuba. The discoveries of the Spaniards and Portu- 
guese along the coasts of South America are shown substantially the same as 
on the map of Kuysch and with some additional names. The map of the world 
contains only a portion of what is given of America on this one, and represents 
Greenland as a portion of Europe.

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This edition is rare, as all the copies that could be obtained were burned by 
order of Calvin. It is somewhat Celebrated on account of the name of its editor, 
Michel Servetus, the martyr. It is stated that one of the charges brought against 
Servetus, for which he suffered, was a passage from this edition of Ftoleray, 
stating that Palestine was not such a fertile country as people generally believed, 
since modern travellers related that it was quite barren. The paragraph is 
alluded to by Ebert, Brunet, Harrisse, and others, but all of them make the same 
mistake with regard to its position In the book. It appears that Servetus copied 
it from the editions of 1522 and 1520, and hence, was not the author of the para- 
graph. The objectionable paragraph was omitted in the next edition of Ptolemy.

And lest for Ptolemy alone I had labored, I have taken care also to make 
notes about certain parts of the land unknown to Ptolemy and other older wri- 
ters, which have come to our knpwledge through the travels of Americas, and 
otbers. 

Upon the reverse of fol. V., in the Chapter De Meridianis, after speaking of 
the discovery by Vespucius of parts unknown to Ptolemy, Stobnicza says : 

Likewise in the west beyond Africa and Europe, there is a large part of the 
earth which they call America, after Americus its discoverer, but it is commonly 
called the new world. 

Again, upon the reverse of folio vii., in the chapter "De partibus tern," we 
read : 

Not only the before-mentioned three parts (of the earth) are now known, 
but another, a fourth part, has been discovered by Amerigo Vespucci, a man of 
penetrating genius, which part they propose to call Amerigen, or America, the 
the land of Amerigo, after the same Amerigo, its discoverer. 

The western hemisphere, as here shown, embraces the portion of the world 
not described by Ptolemy, extending 180 degrees westwardly from the Canaries. 
It is limited by the seventieth degree of north latitude and the fiftieth south. It 
consequently includes eastern Asia and its adjacent islands. 

The new world is represented, but without the name of Americaor anyother 
designating the whole continent. There are, however, a few names of particular 
parts. Above the fortieth parallel of north latitude are the words, " ortus de 
bona Ventura,'* beyond which the continent extends to latitude 50° N. The 
coast line from thence south along the Atlantic resembles closely the configura- 
tion on the map of the New World in the Ptolemy of 1513. On the main land, in 
latitude 30° N., occurs the name of Isabella. There are two large islands cor- 
responding in their positions relatively to the continent with Cuba and Hispan- 
iola, the former not named, and the latter bearing the name of Spagnolla. A 
peninsula extends to the Gulf of Mexico in the direction of Yucatan, with the 
name of Arcay beneath it. Farther east along the same coast is the incomplete

The volume is of great rarity. The very curious map of America, before it 
. had received its name, is only found in the copy in the Imperial Library, Vienna, 
from which a photograph facsimile was obtained for the present copy. We 
know of but one other copy in the United States.

As it is impossible for thie thorougli student of mediaeval geography to budge 
an inch without having read the works of Marino Sanuto, so no thorough stu- 
dent of historical geography, especially African and American of the last half 
of the sixteenth century, can touch bottom in his subject till he has digested this 
work of Livio Sanuto. To liim more, perhaps, than to any one writer, we owe 
the clearing up of the subject, and the brushing away the rubbish and blunders 
of the inland German and French geographers of the previous half century, such 
as Schoner, Apianus, Munster, Fin<5, and others. —Stevens' Biblioiheca Geo- 
graphica, London, 1872. 

Of course Sanuto describes the manners and customs of Africa in this Gazet- 
teer, but he does it under the name of each place. Speaking of Cairo, folio 107, 
he says that they punish a murderer by cutting him in two and putting the upper 
half of the body, with the head, upon a dish of quicklime, where, he states, it 
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remains alive for a quarter of an hour, keeps on talking, and answers any ques- 
tions put to it ! As to CatUgarn,\\e is of opinion that previous writers have 
blundered about it, for that in circumnavigating the globe, nothing was found 
but sea in the place whei-e Ptolemy and others had placed Cattigara, and they 
thought that it it was in that latitude at all, it might be in thelongitude of Peru.

" This volume is not only famous for its wood-cuts, but is an authority some- 
times quoted in support of the claim to the discovery of America hy Martin 
Behalm, before Columbus. The passage referred to occurs on the reverse of fol . 
290 where the writer of the chronicle, after speaking of the discoveries made 
through the efforts of Prince Henry, of Portugal, the Navigator, proceeds to 
relate that subsequently in the year 1483, Joao II., of that country, a king ot 
most exalted mind, supplied some galleys witli provisions, and sent them beyond 
the Pillars of Hercules to make explorations in the South towards Ethiopia, 
under the command of Jacob Can (Diogo Cam) and Martin Behaim, of Nurem- 
berg, in Upper Germany; a Bohemian of good family, who was both well 
acquainted with the situation of the earth and used to the sea, and who under- 
stood thoroughly the longitudes and latitudes of Ptolemy in the West, from expe- 
rience and long navigating; and that these two sailed into the Southern Ocean 
under favorable auspices, coasting not far from the shore, and crossed the equa- 
tor intf another world, where, when they stood with their faces towards the 
East, they projected a shadow on their right hand towards the South. Thus by 
their Industry they opened another world before that unknown to us, and for 
many years afterwards unoccupied by any persons except some Genoese who 
did so, however, to no purpose. Having in this way flnished their voyage, they 
returned to Portugal in the 26th month, many of the crew having died in conse- 
quence of the extreme heat of the climate. In proof of their discovery, they 
brought home with them pepper, grains of Paradise, and many others which it 
would be tedious to enumerate. 

" Itis partly from the slender grounds which this description affords, that the 
claim of the discovery of America is set up for Martin Behaim. There is really 
nothing in the statement to warrant the idea that he ever saw America, but on 
the contrary, that hugging the coast south of Gibraltar, he saw only Africa. He 
thus crossed the equator, which had not been accomplished previously, and was 
therefore the opening to Europeans of another hemisphere, or world, but not the 
V discovery of what came to be called by distinction the New World. It seems, 

therefore, unnecessary to adduce the circumstance which was disclosed through 
the researches of Mr. von Murr, that the whole passage is interpolated by another 
hand in the manuscript wliich still exists. 

" Martin Behaim constructed a globe, which still exists, showing the whole 
face of the earth as he supposed it to exist, filling up the sea of darkness wliioh 
lay beyond the limits of Western Kurope. In it he laid down the Canary Is- 
lands, the Cape Verd Islands, Madeira and the Azores, which were then well 
known, and beyond them to the West, the fabulous Antila and Saint Braiidan, 
and then without any intermediate continent, and at no great distance the islands 
ofCathaiand Zipangu (Japan), mentioned by Marco Polo. Tliis globe was 
made, itis said, in 1402, the same year in which Columbus made his first voyagf 
and discovery. It does not show any portion of America, but does exhibit many 
islands which are not named, both Nortli and South of Zipangu, which, of 
course, could have no reference to the islands discovered by Columbus several 
thousand miles East of that island." — J^ote by Mr. Murphy.

Tii^venot's "delations de Divers Voyages Curieux," although less exten- 
sive than the collections of De Bry, Hulsius, and Purchas, is, neverthelees, one 
of those valuable series of early voyages and travels which were called forth by 
the great desire of the public in the seventeenth century, to hear of newly ex- 
plored countries and to read the adventures of travellers in the then little-known 
East, as well as in the newly discovered Western World. The great bibli- 
ographers have given extended notices of the work, while Camus has filled a 
quarto volume of four liundred pages with his Memoires on the Collections of 
De Bry and Thevenot. 

Melchizedek Th6venot was a man skilled in the science of his day and in 
foreign languages. He held positions of high rank under the French govern- 
ment, and was an enthusiastic collector of rare books and manuscripts, and, in 
his studies, devoted particular attention to early voyages and travels. Hia 
tastes and his studies were the incentives that led him to form bis collection; 
indeed, he seems to have been in all respects such a man as Purchas and Hak- 
Inyt. 

The collection published by Thevenot consists of four parts, and embraces a 
large number of "i^eZaiions" illustrated with maps and plates, each separately 
paged.

By birth, instinct, environment and culture, Mr. Murphy was naturally the col- 
lector of a library such as he gathered together, and of which his life-long friend, 
the eminent author and bibliographer, the Hon. John Russell Bartlett, ex-Secre- 
tary of State of Rhode Island, is now compiling the catalogue. 

Mr. Henry C. Murphy was born in Brooklyn, Long Island, July 5, 1810 and 
died there December l, 1882. His paternal grandfather, a physician, settled in 
the State of New Jersey, in Monmouth County, nearly one hundred and. twenty 
years ago. He was a member of the Colonial Council, the representative in the 
Assembly of the province, and a soldier of the American Revolution. The son 
of this patriot, Mr. Murphy's father, settled in Brooklyn, of which city he was a 
Justice of the Peace, a Judge of the Municipal Court, and a School Commissioner. 
But his memory is most endeared to the citizens of Brooklyn by the fact of his 
having been one of the promoters of their first public school in 1816. 

His eldest son, the late Henry C. Murphy, was educated at the High School 



of New York, from which he went to Columbia College, where he o-raduated with 
honors when he was twenty years old. 

In the words of another: — "Of a Brooklyn ancestry older than the city of 
Brooklyn ; of an American ancesl;ry antedating the Revolution ; receiving from 
his father the blood of the land distinguished for the brilliancy of her children 
and the desolation of her liberties, and from his mother the blood of the Dutch 
burghers who brought to the New World the noblest traditions of the Old, Henry 
C. Murphy began his career equipped as few have the good fortune to be, to do 
valiant service in the battle of life. With a sound collegiate education; with 
traditions of the best kind to hold him in the paths of honor ; and with a prospect 
opened by the hands of friends to stir his ambition, he would have been an 
unworthy son had, he not shown an early disposition to make the best use of the 
talents and advantages committed to his keeping." 

Mr. Henry C. Murphy studied law with the Hon. Peter W. Radcliffe, and after 
three years' earnest work was admitted to the bar in 1833. The year following 
he was made Assistant Corporation Counsel of Brooklyn. A little later he 
became City Attorney, and still later Counsel to the Corporation of the newly 
evolved "city" of Brooklyn. Fifty years ago, and young as he was then, he had 
become a power in State pohtics. An early friend and associate of his in Kings 
County, referring to this phase of his early life, says: — "Murphy was educated, 
and he was exactly the man wanted. Hence from the beginning he was greatly 
deferred to, and was a prominent figure, being recognized as a scholar in politics." 
It was this which marked him out as a rising man to the leading Brooklyn 
lawyer of that time, Counsellor John A. Lott, with whom he went into partner- 
ship, the name of their law firm being "Lott, Murphy & Vanderbilf." 

When thirty-two years old he was elected Mayor^of the City of Brooklyn on 
the Democratic ticket. In 1843 Mr. Murphy's political career was enlarged from 
his "pent-up"' place of nativity to Washington, when he was chosen a Member 
of the Twenty-eighth Congress of the United States. He was, however, defeated 
for a second Congressional term and his labors temporarily ended in the House of 
Representatives on March 4, 1845. But he was re-elected in 1846 to Congress 
"by the largest vote ever previously polled in his district." • 

In 1852 Mr. Murphy nearly became the Democratic candidate for the Presi- 
dency of the United States, when the Virginia delegation, at the Baltimore Con- 
vention, considered him and Franklin Pierce as the best men available for the 
highest office in the gift of the American people. 

President Buchanan, as a reward for his zealous services to his party and as a 
recognition of his abilities, appointed him United States Minister to Holland. 
He remained at the Hague until the coming into office of President Lincoln, who 
recalled him. 

Mr. Murphy was elected in 1861, and five times successively afterward, to the 
New York State Senate. He was a State Senator for twelve consecutive years. 
It was under his auspices, as President of the East River Bridge Company, that 
the greatest triumph of modern engineering genius, the New York and Brooklyn 
Bridge, was begun and completed. He was also the President of the Brooklyn, 
Flatbush and Coney Island Railroad, until his death in 1882. 
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Mr Murphy's highest claim to recognition is not as a statesman, but as a 
littSi'ateur and b.bhophile. He was a journalist and author of repute. When in 
his twenty-second year, he was the principal editorial writer of the "Brooklyn 
Advocate and Nassau Gazette." For many years he was one of the leading 
contributors to the " North American Review," as well as the "Democratic 
Review." He was the founder and proprietor of the "Brooklyn Daily Eagle 
and Kings County Democrat" in October, 1841, and was associated in its 
editorship with Richard Adams Locke, author of the "Moon Hoax." While 
United States Minister at the Hague, he wrote a series of some thirty-five 
letters to that newspaper, which were copied all over in the exchanges. His contri- 
butions to the "Historical Magazine'' were continuous and attracted great 
attention. 

He was no selfish lover of literature for his own sake. It seemed to be his 
greatest- desire to benefit others as well as himself Thus, while a young man, 
he was the principal founder of the "Young Men's Literary. Association of 
Brooklyn," and when it changed its name to the "Hamilton Literary Associa- 
tion of Brooklyn " he was elected its first president. In 1839 Mr. Murphy was 
a trustee and one of the organizers of the " Brooklyn City Library," and a year later 
was also a trustee of the " Brooklyn Apprentices' Library," upon its reorganization. 
In 1863 he was one of the initial founders of the "Long Island Historical 
Society." 

Among his personal literary labors should be named his edition and transla- 
tion of De Vries' "Voyage from Holland to America, 1632-1644;" "Broad 
Advice to the New Netherlands," which he attributed to CorneHus Melyn ; his 
" First Minister of the Dutch Reformed Church in the United States," dated at 
the Hague, April i, 1858; his seventy-tyo-page work, published 1859, entitled 
"Henry Hudson in Holland" ; his edition for the Long Island Historical Society 
of Dankers and Sluyter's "Journal of a Voyage to New York and a Tour in 
Several of the American Colonies in 1679-80 " ; and his memoir of the bibliophile 
Herman Ernst Ludewig for the New England Memorial Biographies. 

'Mr. Murphy's two most important works were "The Anthology of the New 
Netherlands, " of which only 208 pages were printed for the Bradford Club, and 
his monograph entitled " The Voyage of Verrazano," which the late JoelMunsell, 
of Albany, printed for him. 



The best life of Mr. Murphy yet written is from the pen of his friend, the 
well-known author, Dr. Henry R. Stiles. It consists of a paper read before the 
New York Genealogical and Biographical Society and which takes some twenty- 
four pages of the January (1883) number of the valuable quarterly "Record" 
of that society. The steel portrait which accompanies the memoir, is the same 
as that which appears on the title of these few pages, but which is not equal 
in force and character to the very spirited bust executed for the family within 
the past twelve months by the celebrated New York sculptor D. B. Sheahan.

Dr. Stiles speaks as follows respecting the library of Mr. Murphy, after refer- 
ring to a printed catalogue of a portion of it made by its owner in 1863 : 

"Between its publication in 1853, and i860, in which year Mr. Murphy's col- 
lection was included in Dr. Wynne's 'Private Libraries of America,' it had 
ipcreased to ' over five thousand volumes, fully three-quarters of which relate to 
the peculiar topic of his researches.' Dr. Wynne also says that ' the library may 
be divided into four classes — one, relating to early American history ; one to local 
American history; one to later American history ; and the last of a miscellaneous 
character, each of which embraces about a quarter of the whole. It is exception- 
ally irich in volumes remarkable for their rarity. He procured, for example, forty 
of the very scarce ' Jesuit Relations de ce qui s'est [passe] dans la Nouvelle France. ' 
Then there are the early New England tracts by Eliot, Shepard, Winslow [Cotton], 
and Whitfield, published in 1643 and 1659, with all of their quaint titles, such as 
' First Fruits,' ' The Day Breaking of the Gospel, if not the Sun Rising with the In- 
dians of New En^and,' etc. Of these the rarest, since there is but one other copy, 
is ' Some Helps for the Indians in the New Haven Colony,' by Abraham Pierson, a 
Puritan clergyman, afterward one of the founders of Newark, New Jersey. Mo- 
lina's 'Vocabulario en Lengua Mexicana,' published at Mexico, in 1571, and 
a copy of that rarest of all American books, the first edition of Colden's ' History 
of the Five Nations,' published in N;ew York in 1727; Penhallow's Indian Wars ; ' 
'Doolittle's Narrative Indian Wars on the Western Frontier of Massachusetts,' 
published in 1750; [Mason's] ' History of the ^Pequot War.' [John Smith's 
' Historie of Virginia,' 1624 ; Van der Donck's ' Description of New Netherland, 
1655.] The whole of the collection relative to Indian history and philology is 
rare and rarely to be met with either in American or European collections. His 
copy of the ' Vocabulary of Indian Language, ' by Roger Williams, once belonged 
to the poet Southey, and has his autograph. Relative to early colonization, there 
are the three folio volumes of ' Ramusio,' with maps, the first published in Ven- 
ice, in 1559, the second in 1563, and the third in 1565 ; ' Eden's Decades of Peter 
Martyr,' 1555; 'Eden's Travels,' completed by Willes; 1577 ; DeBry's 'Grands 
et Petits Voyages,' of the first edition, with 'Hakluyt' of the editions of 1589 
and 1599. Also to be found in this collection is the ' Cosmographia Introductio 
insuper quattuor Americi Vespucci Navigationes, St. Dig, 1507.' One cannot, 
however, enumerate the many rare and valuable volumes in his library." 

* 

It is well to state further and more particularly that in general geography, 
voyages and travels, which were Mr. Murphy's specialties, the library is unusually . 
large, and comprises the collections of DeBry, Ram'usio, Hakluyt, Purchas, Gry- 
nseus, Th^venot, Commelin, and Abelyn. 

Of the early editions of Ptolemy's " Cosmographia," the collection is not sur- 
passed in the United States. It comprises more than twenty editions of the 
famous geographer, printed between the years 1462 and 1600. Besides these are 
the works of other noted geographers, as Strabo, Pomponius Mela, Abulfeda 
Edrisi, Apian, Ortelius, Mercator, and Munster. The more recent geographers 
are also represented. 

New France and Canada are conspicuous. Among works on this widely ex- 
tended region are the " Jesuit Relations," in forty-two volumes, probably the most 



Complete set of these valuable books ever offered for sale either In Europe or 
America. In the same department will be found the writings of Sagard, Lescar- 
bot, Champlain, LeClercq, Charlevoix, Hennepin, and LaHontan. 

New Netherland,, embracing portions of New York and New Jersey, is prob- 
ably the most complete of any department. Mr. Murphy was learned in the 
Dutch language and literature, and no book or pamphlet that related directly or 
indirectly to the Dutch and Swedish settlements in North America is known 
that is not to be found in the collection. 

In the early tracts on New England, Pennsylvania, Maryland, Virginia, 
Florida, and Louisiana, the collection is well represented. 

Books on the Indian Languages are numerous, and include Dictionaries, 
Grammars, Vocabularies, unpublished manuscripts, and both editions of Eliot's 
" Indian Bible and New Testament." 

Among the early Spanish and Dutch writers are the " Letters of Cortes " and 
the works of Peter Martyr, Las Casas, Acosta, Benzoni, Cie9a, Gomara, Herrera, 
Linschoten, DeLaet, Oviedo, Thevet, Zarate, Van der Donck, De Vries and 
Usselincx. 

Last, but not least of the rarities in the collection, are copies of the "Colum- 
bus Letter " of 1493 ; •' Cosmographise Introductio St. Die," 1507 ; " PassiNova- 
mente,"Milan, 1508 : D'Ailly's "Imago Mundi," Paris, 1490; and Sir Humphrey 
Gilbert's " Discovery for a New Passage to Cathay, London, 1576." 

Among the miscellaneous books are the Archseologia, or Miscellaneous Tract, 
relating to Antiquity, published by the Antiquarian Society of London, forty-two 
vols. ; The British Poets, Riverside Edition, 135 vols., crown octavo, large paper ; 
Botta and Flandin's Monumens de Nin^ve, printed at the National Printing 
Office, Paris, five vols., atlas folio ; Layard's Nineveh, two vols., atlas folio ; Chi- 
nese Repository, complete, twenty vols., octavo ; Harleian Miscellany, edited 
by T. Park, ten vols., quarto. 

The last of the gems in the collection to which attention should be called are 
the original autograph letters of the " Signers of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence," all remarkably fine specimens.

Such is the library which Mr. Murphy, one of the most ardent bibliophiles of 
this country and century, collected together. 

And in such a collection as this, that early of the early bibliomaniacs, the 
younger Pliny, found an unwearying source of pleasure and relief, for he wrote: 
"I am quite transported and comforted in the midst of my books; they give a 
zest to the happiest and assuage the anguish of the bitterest moments of exist- 
ence ! Therefore, whether distracted by the cares or the losses of my family or 
my friends, I fly to my library as the only refuge in distress; here I learn to bear 
adversity with fortitude." . „ „
